“It is now established that the two
airships brought down on Sunday
were the naval Zeppelin L-32 and |
L-33, both of very recent construe- |

“The first airship was finally de- |
etroyed by an aeroplane after passing
through an effective gunfire, The|
second airship was hit by gunfire
from the London defenses and was
forced to descend in Essex through
lost gus.

Discussion of meutrality laws was
incident to consideration of suggest-
ed plans for the co-operation of the
two nations in  maintaining peace
along  the border.
